After hearing the arguments in the 


case. Judge Pritchard, on December 
20, 1907, issued a final decree, grant- 
ing tho prayer of the railroad com- 
panies, 
and enjoining the

ment of the commission's order of 
reduction. He held that the commis- 
sion's duties were administrative and 
not judicial. 


This decision was overruled by to- 


day's action. 
Justice Holmes in his 


opinion, said .that the proceeding ol 
the commission was legislative and 
not judicial in character, and that the 
courts decision of reversal was basec 
on the failure of the railroad to ex 
haust their rights in the state courts 
Justice Brewer alone dissented from 
the result.

Vice President of Stand- 


ard Gives Details of 


Early Combine. 


New York, Nov. 30.—Resuming his 


testimony today in the government's 
suit to dissolve the Standard Oil com- 
pany, John D. Archbold, vice president 
of the company, was questioned about 
the Vilas, Keiih and Chester agree- 
ment of 1879. 
Mr. Archbold told of 


the signers of the agreement and of 
the property held by certain individ- 
uals for the benefit of the stockhold- 
ers of tho Standard. 
All properties 


obtained were held by the 
trustees 


after the agreement had been made. 
Mr. Archbold said the agreement was 
made as a simple method of holding 
property in the Interest of a common 
ownership. 


Mr. Archbold told of the trust agree- 


ment of 1882 and said that all of the 
shareholders of the Standard and the 
beneficiaries of tho Vilas, Keith and 
Chester agreement signed the agree- 
ment. Mr. Archbold said that twenty 
trust certificates were issued for each 
single share of Standard Oil company 
stock. 


Capital Stock Small. 


"The capital stock of the Standard 


was $3,500,000," said 
Mr. Archbold, 


"but the plants and property were val- 
ued at $70,000,000." 


Mr. Archbold described in detail the 


Inventory of the 
Standard's plants, 


property and all assets at the time of 
agreement. 


All plants, generally speaking, after 


1S75, said Mr, ArcMjold, were acquired 
for cash. 
He then gave the reason 


for the formation of the Standard Oil 
trust, saying: 


"It was done as a simple and effec- 


tive form of holding tho 
property. 


We were advised by 
counsel 
that 


neither the Standard Oil company of 
Ohio nor any other corporation could 
effectually or safely, perhaps, hold the 
property, which was 
widespread in 


many states whose laws were restric- 
tive of the rights of corporations. The 
trusteeship was suggested as a simple 
method of bringing togehter the prop- 
erty and form a token of ownership 
which would have a market value and 
enable the owners to have a more ef- 
fective administration." 


Gives More Details. 


Mr. Archbold testified that the Acme 


Oil Company of Pennsylvania was or- 
ganized to take over the properties 
of the interests of the Acme Oil Com- 
pany of New York'. The Pennsylvania 
company was later liquidated .when 
the plants in Titusv'ille were destroyed 
by -fire. 
The vice president of the 


Standard told in detail the organiza 
tion and purpose of many subsidiary 
companies, which were parties to the 
1882 agreement and of the subsequenl 
liquidation and disposition of 
these 


companies. 


The various properties of the Stand 


ard Oil Company of Ohio that were 
turned into the trusts were enu-mer 
ater by Mr. Archbold. Other minor 
companies, whose 
stock 
was con 


trolled by Standard interests and were 
parties to the agreement of 1882, were 
•described by Mr. Arcnbold.

The track elevation advisory com- 


mittee from the city council composed 
of President W. C. Sr.h\v!er and Mem- 
bers Welch, Cook, Enslen and Kinder, 
will meet 
Mayor W. J. Hosey, tlie 


members of the .board of public works, 
Civil Engneer Frank Randall and City 
Attorney Guy Colerick tonight to con- 
sider plans for track elevation, and it 
is the purpose of the officials to put 
the matter into tho legal channels 
through which It will havo to pass be- 
fore the scheme is finally consum- 
mated. 


At the meeting there will be plans 


which contemplate a clearance of six- 
teen feet at Calhoun street and which 
will embrace elevation at all of tho 
streets west and it is probable that 
at the meeting the grade will be fixed. 
This contemplates a superstructure of 
ten feet with a depression of six in 
the street at Calhoun. 


When the grade and the plans have 


been finally approved by the commit- 
fee tho board of public works will pass 
a resolution declaring the 
Improve- 


ment necessary and It will then be 
up to the railroads and traction com- 
pany to prepare plnns and upon their 
fiillure to do it the city can proceed 
with the work. 


There have been a number of re- 


cent consultations 
with n view of 


bringing the matter to a head and It 
was believed by the city that an ar- 
rangement could he mafla by which 
tho various Interests would enter into 
an agreement to have tho worlt done. 
The action of tho officials indicates 
that the interests Involved have not 
agreed and tho city IB proceeding un- 
der the law passed at the last session 
of the Indiana legislature. 


After tho costs have been fixed and 


the assessments stipulated tho com- 
panies will have the right of appeal 
to the circuit court to determine 
whether or not they are 
excessive, 


tut this is as far as the jurisdiction 
of the court extends. The decision of 
the board of public works as to the 
necessity of the improvement is final.
